MacDonald resigns 

Interim leader Karen Casey first woman to head N.S. Tories

Former Premier Rodney 
MacDonald stepped down 
yesterday, making room 
for the first ever female 
leader of the Nova Scotia 
Progressive Conservatives. 

Karen Casey has been 
named interim party leader, 
winning unanimous support 
from her colleagues at a cau¬ 
cus meeting yesterday. She 
was the only one to put her 
name forward. 

Casey, the MLA for Colch¬ 
ester North, handled some 
of the high-profile portfolios 
in MacDonald’s minority 
government, including 
health and education. 

It was in education Casey 


became most well-known. 
In 2006 she famously fired 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board due to infighting and 
appointed Howard Windsor 
to take over. In 2008 she dis¬ 
banded the Strait Regional 
School Board for similar rea¬ 
sons. 

Casey now has the job of 
rebuilding the party until a 
permanent leader is chosen. 

“The first thing I’m going 
to do is to tour the province 
and talk to the people who 
cast their ballots at eveiy 
election and let them know 
we are a party who are inter¬ 
ested in Nova Scotians and 
interested in hearing what 
they have to say,” Casey said 
to reporters. 

“I think that’s the impor¬ 
tant thing, is that I’m pre- 


One-day sitting 

• The Nova Scotia legislature 
will resume today for a spe¬ 
cial one-day sitting begin¬ 
ning at noon to elect presid¬ 
ing officials and establish 
committees of the House of 
Assembly.

pared to listen.” 

MacDonald expressed no 
regrets about stepping 
down, and wished Casey the 


best of luck. 

“I’ve thoroughly enjoyed 
my time as leader. But it is 
time to move on to the next 
leader,” MacDonald said. 
“Again, I have no reserva¬ 
tions about the last three- 
and-a-half years.” 

MacDonald will continue 
to serve as MLA for Inverness 
and said he has “no inten¬ 
tions of going anywhere.” 

Yarmouth MLA Richard 
Hurlburt was rumoured to 
be pursuing the interim 
leader job. But in the end he 
did not put his name for¬ 
ward. A Metro Halifax re¬ 
porter saw Hurlburt as he 
left the caucus office and 
asked if he had a moment to 
comment on the leadership. 

“No,” he responded, with¬ 
out stopping. 


politics With Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald now gone, the 
Progressive Conservatives 
have to get around to 
picking a permanent 
replacement. 

Karen Casey was named 
interim leader yesterday, 
but was vague about 
whether she wanted to 
lead the party into the 
next election. 

“There will be a 
decision 
made by 
the PC par¬ 
ty at their 
(annual 
general 
meeting) as 
to when 
there will 
be a leader¬ 
ship convention and my 
intentions will be made 
known then,” she said. 

No one has publicly 
stated their desire to take 
over, but there are many 
possible contenders. 

Aside from Casey, former 
health minister Chris 
d’Entremont is 
considered a strong candi¬ 
date. 

Former justice minister 
Cecil Clarke’s name has 
also been tossed around, 
although the debacle over 
mistaken prisoner releas¬ 
es earlier this year could 
hurt his chances. 

The Tories could look 
outside their caucus. One 
obvious candidate is Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipality 
Mayor Peter Kelly. Kelly 
has not publicly 
confirmed he is seeking 
the Tory job, though he 
has admitted to thinking 
about it. He has already 
been fundraising this year, 
despite just winning a new 
term as mayor last fall.

Serial drunk

Dartmouth A serial drunk 
driver pleaded not guilty 
yesterday to his latest 
charge of impaired driving 
and will go to trial on Oct. 
16. 

Terry Naugle, a 51-year- 
old from the Truro region, 
has well over 20 
convictions for drunk driv¬ 
ing offences, and is now 
before the court again fac¬ 
ing new charges of 
impaired driving, refusing 
a breathalyzer, failing to 
stop at the scene of an ac¬ 
cident and driving while 
disqualified. 

He was arrested on 
March 28 in connection 
with a hit-and-run 
accident on Highway 102 
near Enfield. 

Naugle’s 10-minute ap¬ 
pearance in Dartmouth 
provincial court yesterday 
was his fourth time before 
a judge on these latest 
charges. 

Naugle has been 
remanded since being ar¬ 
rested, which he consent¬ 
ed to again yesterday as he 
now waits for trial. 

Naugle asked for a trial 
by judge and that will take 
place in Dartmouth. The 
trial is expected to last one 
day.

Teens seek to end school violence

A group of Dartmouth- 
area teens are hoping to 
shed their school's reputa¬ 
tion as “riot high” and 
made it clear last night 
they won’t take no for an 
answer. 

Nine determined stu¬ 
dents showed up at a Hali¬ 
fax Regional School Board 
meeting to seek help in 
solving the violence prob¬ 
lem at Cole Harbour Dis¬ 
trict High School, even 
though they had been 
dropped from the already 
busy agenda. 

But before students had 
a chance to hold a protest 
outside board chambers in 
downtown Dartmouth, 
members voted to hear 
what they had to say after 
all. Both Cole Harbour and 
nearby Auburn Drive High 
faced their fair share of vi¬ 
olence this year, including 
brawls that broke out at 
both schools in May, lead¬ 
ing to several student ar¬ 
rests. 

But Courtney Loughran, 
17, told the school board it 
isn’t just violence that’s 
having a negative impact 
on all students. “There are 
many other disruptions 
and problems at our 


school,” the Grade 11 stu¬ 
dent said. “It impairs our 
learning ability.” 

Loughran said concerned 
students want to see 
stronger enforcement of 
school rules, including 
consistent use of positive 
effective behaviour sup¬ 
ports, commonly called 
PEBS. The students even 
started up a Faceboolc 
group to promote their 
cause. 

“The majority of the stu¬ 


dent body at CHDHS is 
afraid,” reads a post on the 
social networking site. 

Loughran said students 
have approached everyone 
from Carole Olsen, super¬ 
intendent of schools, to 
Mayor Peter Kelly and 
provincial politicians in an 
attempt to come up with a 
solution to ongoing con¬ 
flicts. 

“You’re feeling a lack of 
respect among some stu¬ 
dents so your learning is 


being disabled,” comment¬ 
ed area representative Gi¬ 
na Conrod, pointing to an 
anti-bullying program 
called Step Up that could 
help. 

After her presentation, 
Loughran said she she’s 
hopeful Cole Harbour Dis¬ 
trict High will become a 
happier place, with some 
much-needed work. “I 
want to know it’s going to 
be a safe place for my 
(younger) brother to go.” 


Board budget set 

The Halifax Regional School 
Board staffers who crunched 
the numbers may say they've 
come up with a “status quo” 
budget, but chairman Irvine 
Carvery said yesterday there 
will be cutbacks. 

"When you go status quo, 
you're slipping back,” 
Carvery said last night after 
board members approved 
close to $389.5 million worth 
of public school spending for 
the 2009-10 year. 

"We need to see continual 
progress in the area of stu¬ 
dent achievement.” 

In addition to agreeing 
with how provincial and fed¬ 
eral government money will 
be spent next year, the 
school board also approved 
close to $19 million in sup¬ 
plementary funding from 
HRM, for a total budget of 
about $408.4 million. 

That means the school 
board has balanced its books 
with a slight increase over 
last year's budget, but 
Carvery said teachers and 
students will feel the 
squeeze come September. 

Richard Morris, director of 
financial services, told mem¬ 
bers the province has pulled 
back on initiatives for all 
boards, including cuts to a 
textbook credit and literacy- 
improvement programs.

a wall of flames. 

Diesel, which spilled 
across Highway 104 when 
a Ford Escort collided with 
a fully loaded logging 
truck, had ignited follow¬ 
ing the crash, creating a 
wall of fire between the 
two vehicles. 

A call came in shortly af¬ 
ter 5 a.m. to the Pictou 
RCMP detachment, alert¬ 
ing the police as well as 
firefighters from Thor¬ 
burn, Plymouth and New 
Glasgow of the crash. 

“All they saw was this 
blaze of fire,” said RCMP 
Sgt. Phil Oliver. 

A 25-year-old Pictou 
County man died in the 
crash after the car he was 
driving hit the logging 
truck head-on. The de¬ 
ceased, whose name has 
not yet been released, had 


to be cut free from the 
Ford Escort using the Jaws 
of Life. 

The car was headed to¬ 
wards Cape Breton when it 
veered over the centre lane 
and struck the logging 


truck going to New Glas¬ 
gow. 

The male operator of the 
logging truck was rescued 
from the cab and taken to 
hospital in New Glasgow 
for treatment of minor in¬ 


juries. He was later re¬ 
leased. 

Traffic was detoured on 
Highway 104 between Ex¬ 
its 25 and 26 into yesterday 
evening as the scene was 
cleaned up. 

Oliver said police still 
have no idea what caused 
the crash.

Maritimers go to uni in droves 


The Maritime provinces’ 
reputation for having a 
high university participa¬ 
tion rate got solid support 
from a report released yes¬ 
terday. 

The Maritime Provinces 
Higher Education Commis¬ 
sion’s report University Par¬ 
ticipation: A Maritime Per¬ 
spective, found universities 
in the region attract high 
numbers of students from 
within and outside the Mar- 


itimes, and a high propor¬ 
tion of Maritime youth (age 
18-24) go to university here 
or elsewhere in Canada. 

Measuring the proportion 
of the population that en¬ 
rols in university is an im¬ 
portant method for govern¬ 
ments, universities, and the 
public to get a sense of whe¬ 
ther qualified students have 
access to a university educa¬ 
tion. It is also a marker of 
future economic prosperity, 


given its link to future edu¬ 
cational achievements. 

Over the past 25 years, 
overall participation in Mar¬ 
itime universities has more 
than doubled to 34 per cent, 
eight points greater than 
the national average. Over¬ 
all participation rates by 
province were: Nova Scotia, 
39 per cent; Prince Edward 
Island, 25 per cent; and New 
Brunswick, 28 per cent.

“The prices of cigarettes 
are already on the highest 
level in Canada,” said Ma- 
sood Chaudhry, who man¬ 
ages the Canadian Tire gas 
bar on Victoria Road in Syd¬ 
ney.

He said the tax hike is on¬ 
ly contributing to the in¬ 
creased demand for contra¬ 
band cigarettes that are 
smuggled into the 
province. 

The new NDP govern¬ 
ment increased the ciga¬ 
rette tax after the previous 
Tory government attempt¬ 


ed to do the same but was 
defeated on a budget bill in 
early May. 

It’s a move that’s expect¬ 
ed to raise $21 million in 
this fiscal year. 

Chaudhry said fewer cus¬ 
tomers buying cigarettes at 
his store will result in poor 
sales, which is particularly 
important because ciga¬ 
rettes make up the bulk of 
a convenience store’s rev¬ 
enue. 

“When they find the 
$1.25 increase is there, they 
will find a way definitely. 
They will not go to a store. 
They’ll say, ‘OK, switch over 
to the illegal (cigarettes).’

War of words rages over gang legislation 


courts What began in Par¬ 
liament eight years ago as 
an attempt to combat or¬ 
ganized crime has given 
way to a war over words in 
an Ontario courtroom, 
where two members of the 
Hell’s Angels are challeng¬ 
ing Canada’s anti-gang law. 

Chaps on “motor bikes”

Raymond Bonner before 
their case wrapped up yes¬ 
terday in the Ontario Court 
of Appeal. At their extortion 
trial four years ago, a Supe¬ 
rior Court judge declared 
the Hell’s Angels a criminal 
organization. 

Justice Michelle Fuerst 
convicted Lindsay and Bon¬ 
ner of extortion under anti¬ 
gang legislation introduced 
in 2001. It allows courts to 


impose up to 14 additional 
years in prison on anyone 
who commits a serious 
crime “for the benefit of, at 
the direction of or in associ¬ 
ation with a criminal organ¬ 
ization.” Philip Campbell, a 
lawyer representing Lind¬ 
say, argued the legislation 
was so broadly worded it 
could apply to Canadians 
convicted of minor crimes.

Simma 
Lieberman and Sandra 
Michele Brown never under¬ 
stood the hoopla over gay 
marriage. They would go to 
partnership ceremonies for 
other gay couples, and it 



just didn’t make sense to 
them. 

“We thought it was just 
gay people trying to be ac¬ 
cepted by the outside 
world,” said Lieberman. But 
when Brown died of a heart 
attack at the age of 53, 
Lieberman didn’t have any 
legal right over her body or 
her belongings, nor to say 
good-bye before she was cre¬ 
mated.

Right to full-body veil not a matter of religion 



The full-body veil, called 
the burqa or niqab, terri¬ 
fies me. 

I’m a Muslim woman 
who defends a woman’s 
choice to wear a headscarf 
— I wore one for nine 
years — but I will never 
defend the niqab. It em¬ 
bodies the erasure of a 
woman’s identity. 

And so I agreed with 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy when he said the 
burqa wasn’t welcome in 
France because it “is not a 
religious sign, it’s a sign of 
subservience.” 

I would add the niqab 
doesn’t belong anywhere, 
neither in countries where 
Muslims are a minority 
nor in a Muslim-majority 
country like Egypt, my 


country of birth. 

An argument I had on 
the Cairo subway — while 
I still wore a headscarf — 
with a woman who wore 
niqab helped seal for good 
my rejection of the niqab. 

She asked me why I did 
not wear the niqab. I 
pointed to my headscarf. 
“Isn’t this enough?” 

“If you wanted a piece of 
candy, would you choose 
an unwrapped piece or 
one that came in a wrap¬ 
per?” she asked. 

“I’m not candy,” I an¬ 
swered. “I’m a woman.” 

I retell that argument of¬ 
ten because it shows the 
niqab isn’t about the 
“West” versus “Islam.” 

Many will accuse 
Sarkozy of hating Mus¬ 
lims, but that would be to 
concede that the burqa is 
religiously mandated, as 
extremists believe. Many 
Muslim scholars have 
clearly described the niqab 



as an old Bedouin tradi¬ 
tion that was not required 
by the Quran, the Muslim 
holy book. 

To connect the niqab 
with Muslim women is in¬ 
accurate because only a 
small minority wears it. 

Hearing Muslims argue 
over the burqa is the best 
way to disarm the Islamo- 
phobic right wing in Eu¬ 
rope and in North America 
and their crocodile tears 
for Muslim women. We 
don’t care for their “sup¬ 
port” and yet — to fight Is- 
lamophobia — we must 
not silently watch extrem¬ 
ists erase Muslim women 


out of existence. 

That’s where “it’s about 
the economy, stupid!” 

France is home to West¬ 
ern Europe’s largest popu¬ 
lation of Muslims, estimat¬ 
ed at about five million. 
Many complain of discrim¬ 
ination and blame the 
French government for in¬ 
action. It was good to hear 
Sarkozy also say that 
France’s integration model 
wasn’t working any more 
because it doesn’t give im¬ 
migrants and their French- 
born children a fair 
chance. That’s the best 
way to fight extremists 
and the niqab they pro¬ 
mote. The majority of 
Muslims in France are 
more concerned with 
poverty and unemploy¬ 
ment than with the niqab.

Facebook, Twitter, blogs 
don't rank with top CEOs 


business The heads of the 
top U.S. companies might 
be engaged in the board- 
room, but they’re switched 
off when it comes to social 
media, according to a new 
study that said CEOs 
should be more connected 
to their customers. 

Research conducted by 
the blog UberCEO.com 
looked at Fortune’s 2009

new YORK Warren Buffett 
said yesterday that the U.S. 
economy has “no bounce” 
and will take time to recov¬ 
er, but there is no risk of 
deflation to push it further 
into despair. 

On CNBC television, the 
world’s second-richest per¬ 
son also praised Washing¬ 
ton’s efforts to jump-start 
economic activity. 

He lamented that the 
slowdown has hurt his in¬ 
surance and investment 
company Berkshire Hath¬

January-to-March period 
had its first quarterly loss 
since 2001. “We have had 
no bounce” in the econo¬ 
my, Buffett said.

Citigroup Inc. says it has to retain employees 


Citigroup Inc., the 
troubled bank that 
accepted $45 billion US in 
bailout money, is raising 
salaries companywide. 

It says it’s an effort to re¬ 
tain employees and offset 
restrictions on bonuses. 

According to people fa¬ 
miliar with the plans, the 
changes mean some em¬ 
ployees may be paid more 
and others less.

Citigroup also expects to 
issue new stock options to 
cushion a roughly 95 per 
cent drop in its stock price 
since late 2006, one of the 
sources said.

“We got way overlever¬ 
aged in the financial arena,” 
billionaire investor Warren 
Buffettsaid on CNBC televi¬ 
sion. 

“We do need something 
to address institutions 
where the wrong incentives 
are in place, their personal 
incentives are at real vari¬ 
ance with what our nation¬ 
al incentives should be.”

U.S. upsets Spain at Confederations Cup 


soccer The United States 
scored its greatest win in 
almost 60 years by beating 
European champions 
Spain 2-0 yesterday to 
reach the final of the Con¬ 
federations Cup. 

Goals from Jozy Altidore 
and Clint Dempsey ended 
Spain’s world record run of 
15 successive victories and 
their 35-match unbeaten 
sequence, a world record 
streak they share with 
Brazil, and caused one of 
the biggest soccer upsets 
in years. 

However, the match end¬ 
ed in bittersweet agony for 
U.S. coach Bob Bradley 
when his son Michael, who 
had a brilliant game in

midfield, was sent off 
three minutes from time. 

He was the third U.S. 
player sent off in the tour¬ 
nament and now misses 
Sunday’s final against 
Brazil or hosts South 
Africa.

World Cup in Brazil. 

It was also the first time 
the U.S. had beaten a team 
ranked No. 1 in FIFA’s 
world rankings since they 
defeated Brazil in 1998. 

The result was even

condiment, 
seeds are crushed 
into a powder 
and mixed 
with liquid 
(wine, vine¬ 
gar, beer, wa¬ 
ter) and vari¬ 
ous spices, such 
as turmeric, to 
form a paste. 

Brown mustard has a 
dark brown seed coat and 
is used in Dijon-style mus¬ 
tards and also used in com¬ 
bination with yellow in 
English-style mustard. 

Prepared mustards can 
range from mild yellow to 
hot peppery brown to very 
spicy mustards. No Canadi¬ 
an fridge is likely to be 
without a least one jar of 
this quintessential condi¬ 
ment. And it goes well be¬ 
yond a hamburger and 
sandwich spread. Here are

just a few suggestions: 

• Mustard is a must with 
ham and wonderful with 
pork — combine equal 
amount of mustard with 
maple syrup or honey and 
brush on a ham or pork 
roast, tenderloin or chops 
near the end of baking or 
grilling. 

• Brush spicy horseradish 


mustard on a beef roast, 
then press coarsely 
crushed black pepper into 
mustard before grilling. 

Herb Mustard Sauce 

This simple sauce is 
good with grilled salmon, 
asparagus or spooned over 
potatoes. Makes about 1/2 
cup (125 ml). 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) butter 

• 4 green onions, chopped 
•1/4 cup (60 ml) Dijon- 
style mustard 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) honey 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) fresh 
lemon juice 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) dried 
tarragon leaves 

• Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

In a microwaveable bowl, 
combine butter and green 
onions. Microwave at High 
for 30 to 60 seconds to 
melt butter and soften 
onions. Stir in mustard, 
honey, lemon juice and 
tarragon. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper.

ferent selections. 

But as it was, my award winners 
all dwindled through the summer 
and met a wintry death. Since that 
season of discontent, much has 
been achieved in developing mod¬ 
ern roses with inbred resilience to 
the harsh realities of climate and 
ecology. Plant breeders have 
turned their gene-mixing skills to 
developing beautiful roses that 
are repeat blooming, are able to 
persist through insect and disease 
problems, and grow vigorously. 
Easycare modern roses have long 
bloodlines cariying healthy genes 
from past centuries. 

In recent years, I’ve grown the 
modern coral-pinlc climber Amer¬ 
ica, a disease-resistant garden 
workhorse with the genes of 89 
rose ancestors, dating back to 
1859. Yellow-pinlc Morden Sunrise 
(Canadian bred in 1999) is anoth¬ 
er winner in my garden; thriving 
without winter protection and ex¬ 
posed to the west wind, it’s not 
fazed by the usual hardships of 
budworms and leaf spots (though 
admittedly, Japanese beetles are 
entranced by the fragrance). Lest 
you fear that high petal count, 
deep scent and voluptuous form 
have been sacrificed, have a look 
at the Austin English roses devel¬ 
oped from classic antiques mar¬ 


ried to modern cultivars. Rose 
breeder David Austin’s crimson 
red William Shakespeare 2000 is 
typical (if one can use that term to 
describe a masterpiece) of the 
lushly perfumed, full petal count, 
disease-resistant English roses 
that are both easy-care and mod¬ 
ern. 

Similarly, my container-grown, 
glowing pink floribunda Sexy 
Rexy (which enjoyed garage stor¬ 
age over the winter), hasn’t sacri¬ 
ficed its classic double form in ac¬ 
quiring disease resistance. This 
season I’ll be planting two 
favourites I call the party girls: Ice¬ 
berg, a white floribunda; and 
Penelope, a pink hybrid musk — 
both with prettily frilled, semi¬ 
double petals like ballerina skirts, 
provocative stamen displays and 
clean foliage all summer. 

How easy is it to grow modern 
roses? With their strengths, rose 
care is reduced to meeting basic 
needs. Choose a sunny site and 
provide loamy, well-drained soil 
(topsoil, peat moss, and sand in 
equal proportions) in the planting 
hole. Irrigate once weekly in the 
morning (more often during dry 
spells), allowing nine litres of wa¬ 
ter for each plant. 

Soon, your garden will be 
primed for a party!

Thirty years ago I bought my 
first roses, all mid-centuiy hybrid 
teas such as Mister Lincoln and 
Oklahoma (both bred in 1964), 
with award-winning performance 
and big, lush blooms. 

The summer passed in a consci¬ 
entious flurry of preventive spray¬ 
ing schedules, precision-timed fer¬ 
tilizer applications and increasing 
dissatisfaction with the results. 
Despite obsessive attention, 
these plants would not thrive. I 
didn’t know my blue-ribbon 
roses were bred to produce ex¬ 
hibition-quality, large-petalled 
flowers at the expense of pest 
resistance and vigour. Every 
green aphid was a fanged 
monster on their tender tis¬ 
sues, each stray fungal spore 
ballooned into a colony of 
dreaded black spots. With 
more and better informa¬ 
tion I might have made dif-

They are mar¬ 
keted as simple, conven¬ 
ient and cheaper alterna¬ 
tives to traditional lines of 
credit. However, they are 
rarely marketed as a 
mortgage. 

While various lenders 


have branded their se¬ 
cured products different¬ 
ly, the common factor is 
that they all require a 
mortgage. 

While a lawyer is re¬ 
quired when purchasing a 
home, the secured loans 


may be established direct¬ 
ly with the lenders. Sur¬ 
prisingly, the mortgages 
can be granted without 
ever meeting with a 
lawyer or receiving legal 
advice. 

As a result, people end 
up with mortgages they 
unaware of. 

Before signing up for 
you lender’s latest loan 
product, ask if it is a se¬ 
cured loan. 

If it is, you should con¬ 
sult your lawyer before 
you end up with a mort¬ 
gage that you don’t know 
you have.

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Keeping chickens in urban areas has been gaining a lot of interest as of late.

n the old days, chick¬ 
ens wandering and 
scratching around the 
house may not have 
been such a shocker, 
but it certainly would be 
an eye-grabber in the city 
in this day and age. 

Or would it? Recent 
news coverage in Toronto 
and other urban centres 
has shown that the idea of 
keeping chickens has 
gained a lot of interest in 
the city. It seems to be an 
idea whose time has ar¬ 
rived (again). 

After decades of happily 
ingesting processed foods 
made of a long list of 
chemicals and other sub¬ 
stances not encountered 
in nature, people are start¬ 
ing to ask questions about 
what they are eating. 

One solution is to pro¬ 
duce the food yourself. In 
the same way you know 
precisely what goes into 
the vegetables you grow in 
your garden, you would 
know what has been fed 
to your chickens, and how 
they are kept or treated. 

But before you rush off 
to build your chicken 
coop, keep in mind that 
the notion of keeping 
chickens in the city is one 
that many communities 
are still wrestling with. 

Check with your local 
government. If it is illegal 
in your city, and you 
would like it to be legal, 
get busy lobbying. Check 
online under urban chick¬ 
en or city chicken — you’ll 
find lots of allies. 


Cities such as Guelph, 
Brampton, and Niagara 
Falls in Ontario, and Victo¬ 
ria and Surrey in British 
Columbia do allow urban¬ 
ites to keep chickens pro¬ 
vided certain rules are fol¬ 
lowed. 

These usually have to do 
with the number of chick¬ 
ens you may keep, mini¬ 
mum lot size, or distance 
of the coop from lot lines. 
One rule that almost all 
chicken-friendly munici¬ 
palities have is — no 
roosters. 

This is because roosters 
try to impress hens by 
coclcadoodling at all hours 
of the day, enough to drive 
you bonkers. Hens can 
cackle, but are much less 
vocal than crowing roost¬ 
ers. 

Mostly, people who 
keep hens want eggs. 


Slaughtering hens for the 
purposes of a good chick¬ 
en meal is another bene¬ 
fit, but many urbanites 
who raise chickens tend to 
shy away from this. They 
get attached to the chick¬ 
ens, who can actually be 
quite companionable. 

One thing is true of 
home-raised chicken. I can 
tell you from past experi¬ 
ence that both the meat 
and particularly the eggs 
of home-raised chickens 
are delicious, and often 
bear very little resem¬ 
blance to some of the 
much blander commer¬ 
cially-produced chicken 
and eggs. 

I swear the best eggs 
I’ve ever eaten were 
bought from a ramshackle 
farm with wandering 
chickens near a cottage 
we used to visit — the

yolks were bright yellow 
and the flavour unapolo- 
getically rich and flavour¬ 
ful. 

If you are even remotely 
considering the idea of 
keeping chickens, rest as¬ 
sured that it involves 
work, and the whole affair 
is quite a commitment, as 
anybody who has ever 
been exposed to livestock 
can tell you.

Ryan Reynolds

Ryan Reynolds has the 
same handsome blandness 
that makes actors like 
Greg Kinnear and Josh 
Hartnett a canvas for great 
directors like Paul Schrad¬ 
er and Ridley Scott. But, 
unlike these fellows, 
Reynolds hasn’t worked 
with the best of directors 
since launching his career, 
as an adolescent, with a 
role in the Nickelodeon 
teen soap opera Hillside.

Michael, is on his way back 
to the Midwestern town 
where his mother (Julia 
Roberts) is finally graduat¬ 
ing from university. But 
before he can see her, she 
is killed in a car accident. 
“This is the first time I’ve 
done a straight drama,” 
says Reynolds. “The sub¬ 
ject matter is pretty dark, 
but I felt like I was peeking 
through the curtain into a 
real home.”

These days movie 
gangsters only seem to 
come out of The Sopranos 
or Goodfellas mould. Most 
of the time we’re limited 
realistic wise guys who are 
both charming and fright¬ 
ening. 

That’s all well and good 
— some of the best movies 
ever made have sprung 
from this style — but what¬ 
ever happened to the ro¬ 
mantic gangsters of old? 

The classic ’30s mobsters 
who spat out tongue twist¬ 
ing one-liners as fast as the 
bullets that came out of 
their Tommy guns; the 
guys who dressed in sharp 
suits, lived in the finest ho¬ 
tels, and went out with 
high-class dangerous ladies 
who could only be de¬ 
scribed as “dames.” 

With the release of 
Michael Mann’s highly an¬ 
ticipated Public Enemies 
next week, it’s time to look 
back at the best of the old 
school gangster flicks. 
From the original black 


and white classics that cre¬ 
ated the genre to the styl¬ 
ized modern mobsters 
movies that contemporary 
directors have made in 
honor of the past. 

• scarface ( 1931) Produced 
by Howard Hughes and di¬ 
rected by Howard Hawks, 
this nasty little movie was 
so shocking at the time that 
it was one of the primary 
causes of the start of film 


censorship. A1 Pacino’s in¬ 
stantly iconic performance 
in the 1983 remake may 
have eclipsed this Scarface 
in terms of brand name 
recognition, but original 
still holds up quite well. 

• LITTLE CAESAR (1931) This 
film might not be as pol¬ 
ished as the other founding 
mobster movies, but it wins 
points for having the most 
memorable gangster of the 


era. Edward G. Robinson’s 
unforgettable nasal voiced 
crime lord was the go-to 
mobster voice in countless 
cartoons and parodies until 
Marlon Brando created The 
Godfather. 

• THE PUBLIC ENEMY (1931) YOU 

simply can’t have a list of 
classic gangster movies 
without at least one entry 
featuring James Cagney. His 
“top of the world ma” 


speech in White Heat might 
be one his most memorable 
onscreen moment, and The 
Public Enemy is his best 
movie by a mile. 

• THE UNTOUCHABLES (1987) 
Brian DePalma brought 
back smart suited gangsters 
with style in this ’80s block¬ 
buster. Robert DeNiro’s A1 
Capone made organized 
crime look more decadent 
that anyone else thanks to 
a massive costume budget. 
Just don’t get in his way 
when he’s clutching a bat 
and spitting out an elo¬ 
quent David Mamet mono¬ 
logue about baseball. 
That’ll get you into trouble. 

• MILLER’S CROSSING (1990) 
The Coen Brothers brought 
black Tommy gun gang¬ 
sters with their trademark 
style and self-conscious wit 
in this modern master¬ 
piece. With character 
names like “the Dane” and 
loopy lines like “take your 
flunky and dangle,” the Co¬ 
en’s classic seemed like the 
ultimate ’30 s gangster re¬ 
vival. Well, at least until 
Michael Mann headed to 
Chicago with Johnny Depp 
and Christian Bale.

Spicy Pork 
Burgers with 
Guacamole 

INGREDIENTS: 

3 tbsp (45 ml) canola oil 
2 cloves garlic 

1 small onion 

2 fresh red or green chili 
peppers 

1 tsp (5 ml) ground corian¬ 
der 

1 tsp (5 ml) ground cumin 
Small bunch of cilantro 
1 lb (450 g) ground pork 
1 small egg 
Salt and black pepper 
1 lemon or lime 
1 large avocado 

METHOD: 

1. Heat 1 tbsp (15 ml) 
canola oil in small frying 
pan. Peel and crush 1 clove 
of garlic, peel and finely 
chop onion, add to pan 
and fry until soft. 

2. Rinse and finely chop 
fresh chili peppers, includ¬ 
ing seeds. Set half aside for 
guacamole and add re¬ 
mainder to onion. Stir in 
spices and fry gently 3 
minutes, or until mixture 
is soft but not browned. 

3. Rinse, dry and roughly 
chop enough cilantro 
leaves to give 2 tbsp (25 
ml) and add half to re¬ 
served chili peppers. Put 


rest of chopped coriander 
into large bowl and add 
fried onion mixture, pork, 
egg, salt and pepper. Wash 
wax from lemon or lime, 
finely grate rind into bowl 
and stir mixture, which 
should be slightly soft. 

4. Heat remaining oil in 
large frying pan. Divide 
mixture into four and pat 
each piece into fairly flat 
burger. Fry over moderate 
heat 5-6 minutes per side, 
until cooked through. 

5. For guacamole, squeeze 
juice from half lemon or 
lime and put into bowl 
with reserved chili pep¬ 
pers. Peel remaining garlic 
clove and crush into bowl. 
Halve and pit avocado, and 
scoop flesh into bowl. Sea¬ 
son, then mash together 
well. 

6. Drain burgers on paper 
towels and serve with gua¬ 
camole and corn chips or 
soft tortillas.
